Topeka (Kas.), July 12.—|By the Asso 
ciated Press.| About noon a warrant was 
served on Mrs. Norton by Constable Davis, 
charging her with violation of the laws of 
Kansas in relation to marriage by living 
with a man not her husband. She was 
then séparated from Moore, and assigned 
to another room. A warrant was issued 
against Moore, as well as Mrs. Norton, but 
the former being in custody it was not 
served on’ him.

WASHINGTON (D. C.), July 12.—[By the 
Associate! Press.| Senate.—The resolu-

For a quarter of an hour previous to the 
opening of the evening’s proceedings the 
Cuthbert Band played several selections in 
front of the Tabernacle in a manner that 
would do much credit to some of our bands 
of extended experience and practice.

The band played two overtures, after 
which G. W. Arbuckle of Los Angeles ad- 
dressed the audience on the subject, “The 
Power of Song and the Privilege of the 
Singer,” which he interspersed with illus- 
trations, Song, he said, could be beard in 
everything if men had ears that could hear. 
The roar of the thunder, the sighing of the 
wind, the ripple of the stream, the swing of 
the sea, the twinkle of the stars, the march 
of the systems, are Nature’s songs to the 
common children of Nature’s god. Sounds 
are made by motion. Light comes to us in 
undulating motions to the eye, as well as 
ordinary sounds are produced upon the ear. 
Must not light aiso sing. The luwest tone 
we can hear is produced by 16¢ vibrations 
of air per second. The highest tone, so 
shrill and fine that “yothing lives "twixt it 
and silence,” is wade by 38,000 vibrations 
per second, Between these two extremes 
Jie or exist 11 octaves—C of tne G clef bav- 
ing 258 vibrations and its octave above 517. 
Not that sounds or vibrations produciog 
them cease at 38,000, but our organs are pot 
capabie of hearing beyond the limitations 
mentioned, 

lf our ears were delicate enough we 
could bear the almost infinite vibrations of 
light and cuvuld distinguish the keynote of 
each star. 

All persons are impressed with the 
language of song. This is true of those 
who may have no knowledge of music. 
Many persons of this class are the best 
critics. This is 
language is universal. 

Animals are influenced by song. Since 
the morning stars sang together song has 
been the winged angel whispering mes- 
sages tothe soul. The sweet spirit of song 
foiiows us all our journey through. The 
gentile touch upon the soul made by the 
love song of the one whose voice was to o1 
hearts the sweetest, left an impression stil 
uneffaced by the storms ef years. 

A song has won the heart of a king, has 
determined the fate of a nation and 
changed the condition of a people, has 
opened the door to millions of hearts, and 
through the opened passage let in the light 
of God's saving love. 

The voice bespeaks the character of the 
animal. Every lamb knows quickly the 
voice of its.mother. Every ewe knows the 
voice of her lamb, though it be with lfun- 
dreds of others. With what ¢ertainty the 
mother Cistinguishes the cry of her be, 
though at a show among a thousand.~ lt is 
plain then that tones have \tougues and 
speak a language universal. The voice as 
an index of character is shown in the coo 
of the dove, the hoot of the owl, the roar of 
the lion, the growl of the tiger, the neigh 
ofa horse. The voice of the civilized man 
is quite different from the voice of the sav- 
age. The savage’s voice is coarse and mo 
notonous, while the civilized man’s voice is 
flexible, distinct and musical.

The father makes unkind remarks 
about Mr. Smith behind his back, but be- 
fore his face he is gentlemanly. The chil- 
dren are brats when nobody is around, but 
in company they are called pet names. A 
minister preaches everything good, but how 
selfish he isathome. A merchant dresses 
his windows in an attrac'ive style, but buy 
from bim aud he will *sell you cotton if he 
can for wool. There are more things mys- 
terious than Godliness. The wife only 
follows the example of her husband when 
she puis rotten eggs with good ones. A 
man bougnta lot on paper, but when he 
went to look at it he found that he had been 
deceived. No member of our fashionable 
society is without a concealed skeleton in 
his family. Look at our families, ‘Lhe 
father works hard daily, the mother toils 
day and night in the kitchen, while the 
daughters drum away at the piano and read 
novels, ali to make appearances in society. 
All pretence is contemptible, but none more 
than that which is the result of wealth. 
Take a fashionable young lady of society, 
visit her when she is not expecting you and 
is in her natural every-day state, and what 
a surprise. Appearances are deceitful. Many 
a good man has, through adverse fortune. 
been reduced to poor clothes. ‘To try to ap- 
pear what we are not is hypocrisy, and 
that is abominable. We have such in our 
church; who juin the church, some for so- 
ciety, some for protit, trade, respectability 
and for no other purpose, looking sanctified 
on Sunday; but what are they in business 
and on the week day? Hypocrites are 
found not only inthe church, but in the 
worid, and in society in particular. Pa- 
rents sometimes educate their children to 
hypocrisy, such as deceiving them by tell- 
ing them that the medicine offered is g@@d 
when itis meant good for the fever. In 
politics, hypocrisy reaches its highest stage 
of development. When a man is running 
for office he is all smiles, but after he gets 
ithe does not know you. Ina religious 
meeting aman said: “1 am on the old ship 
of Zion, and am going to heaven at the rate 
of 20 miles an hour.” Another man said he 
was on board of a steamship, going there 
at the rate of 30 miles an hour, and would 
soon reach the haven. An old lady arose 
and said that she had been traveling there 
on foot for 60 years, and if these brethren 
who were going there so rapidly by steam 
did not look out they would burst their 
boilers before they got there. 

In conclusion, the speaker said that three 
useful — could be learned from the les- 
son: First, appearances being deceitfal, 
never make them a foundation for opinion;

Imagine two ladies, one neati 
dressed, with a clear complexion, whic 
she does not put on and off, one who can 
write a novel. fire a rifle, bake, cook and 
scrub; that is MissColumbia. Imagine two 
creatures, one the nobiest of the forest, the 
other the fleetest in the air—the lion and 
the eagle. The one is the . English, the 
other isthe American. The ignorancs of 
the English concerning America is astound- 
ing. Many don’t know but that San Fran- 
cisco is in the center of the United States. 
If we should attempt in England to de- 
scribe spaces and distances of places and 
States in America, the English would say 
we were lying. 

A conversation between an English 
woman and a boy from America, carica- 
tured and impersonated by the speaker, was 
showing the dire ignorance of 
the English people of America, as regards 
its extent and eopenrapany. The horizon of 
the Englishman’s world is the limit of his 
comprehension. A friend of the speaker, | 
who was a minister in England, was sent 
out to the Pan-Presbyterian Assembly iu 
Philadelphia, and took a parcel for a friend 
in Missouri, and while in Philadelphia the 
minister remarked to acompanion that he 
would take a few minutes to deliver this 


ito his friend in Missouri, thus show- 
oe the profundity of an Englishman’s ig- 
norancs of America. Are wé Americans 
as ignorant of John and hiscountry? When 
John gets hold of Jonathan, then comes the 
tug of war. If in 1900 we expect to become 
10,000,000, how long, an Englishman was 
asked, would it be before we have as many 
as there are in England? He thought 50 


years. In the little city of London, 
while they carry 110,000,000 passen- 
gers in the cars, the nited 


States carries 250,000,000. In Lombard 
street,a few years ago,$10,000,000 an acre was 
paid for land, more than you would have to 
pay in San Diego per acre. You and I, as 
American citizens, owe more to London 
than apy other place under thesun. There 
are, however, hard feelings existing between 
John and Jonathan. John is mad because 
his daughter skipped out, and the daughter’s 
mother is madder. The English aristocrat 
had more sympathy with the southern 
master than with the southern slave. The 
aristocrats of England are no more England 
than the monopolists of America are 
America. England’s sympathy during the 
whole civil war in America was with the 
North. Her best heart and blood was with 
the North. After the war was over the 
wound made in Miss America by England 
was healed by a $15,000,000 plaster sent over 
England to heal the wound 
which was $7,500,000 wo much and 
we have felt this so, that though 
we did not give it back, we have 
locked it up in our vaults, and when he 
(the speaker) gets to Congress he is going 
to get a bill passed giving him the distribu- 
tion of this money, which he will spend 
and distribute in and about Long Beach in 
the construction of the Los Angeles and 
Ocean Railway, the extension of the Santa 
Fé line, and getting in pure water to Longe 
Beach.

Has Eneiand done for America? 
England made America possible. She gave 
us our language. Every foreigner that 
comes here comes to talk, read and write in 
English, England gave us our laws, our 
common law. Blackstone is the basis of 
our law. No namby-pamby sentiment crops 
in there between the criminal and the 
court: no flowers are sent to murderers, 
Her laws are carried out to the letter. 
Criminals are not released from gaol so 
they can vote and eontrol elections. Eng- 
land gave us our literature; she gave us our 
locomotives. We make a State, while she is 
making atemple. Engiaud gave us our re- 
ligion. Since we became a_ Kepublic 
France has had nine different forms of 

overnment. Why have we succeeded? 

ecause we have the religion that England 
cave us. Had we not had England’s re- 
igion, the reverend gentleman who 80 
kindiy introduced him to the audience 
might have been today a Mormon with 30 


wives. England again has sent us 
the Salvation Army; she. also 
given us about 5,000,000 of her 


citizens, and they make good American 
citizens. There are 25,000 magazines pub- 
lished in America, published in all the dif- 
ferent languages of the residents here, and 
only one is published by the English. Poli- 
ticians shout themselves hoarse to get. the 
German vote, the Irish vote, the Scandi- 
navian vote, but did any politician ever 
raise his voice foran English vote? No 
man should ever live in the United 
States a foreigner; he should take 
the oath of _ allegiance or go 
back home, You ask, am I an Englishman? 
[say | used to be, butam not now and 
never will beagain. England gave us a 
market for our goods. We export #2,000,- 
000,000 of our products to England, to Ger- 
many $60,000,000, the next in importance. 
‘Lhe reasup why our marketin Engiand is 
smalier than it was is that when we sell 
ety to England we send them bombshells 
nside it. Let us not mingle or mix our- 
selves up with England’s troubles, 

Lack of time and space prevent a more 
extended report of this lecture. Suffice it 
to say it was a treat, and although the lec- 
ture was not announced more than 458 
hours, an overflowing house greeted the 
leéturer. The charm of the lecture was tle 
rare vein of humor mixed with such taste 
that while the audience were laughing half 
the time, they were a3 much pleased with 
the speaker’s arguments as they were with 
his comic attitudes and funny anecdotes. 
lt was irresistibly funny, but its masterly 
discussion of the true reiationship between 
Engiand and America, the lecturer be- 
ing an Englishwan by birth and an Ameri- 
can by adoption, was drawn from a rich 
treasury of persunal experience. He had 
an easy delivery, and his oratory held his 
audience spellbound under the charm of his 
graphic, racy diction and resistless torrent of 
sound sense and unimpeachable argument. 
By wealth of historical research, strength of 
argument, keennesS Of wit and incompara- 
ble word mr he swayed the audience 
athis will. His delivery is excellent, and 
the skillful manner in which he weaves in 
interesting facts and fine humor secured 
for him the closest attention.

HORACE AND HAMLET IN THH 
MAYOR'S OFFIOE. 


Bell Lifts Rrown'’s Hair and Then 
Canes Him—The Love of. Ohurch 
Prevents a Killing—Doings of the 
Police Commissioners. 


Yesterday was a lively day in police 
circles, that is, among the officers them- 
selves, the dull monotony being relieved by 
several rather exciting incidents. A special 
meeting of the commissioners had been 
called at the Mayor’s office for 2 o’clock*te 
hear charges pending against Officers Steele, 
Weatherman, Methvin and Arguello, and 
at that hour a considerable crowd had con- 
grecated about the corner of First and Fort 
Streets, among whom were the. officers, 
their attorneys and friends, besides a 
saloon map or two, each with his lawyer— 
in fact, it has got to such a pass that every- 
body who comes before the commission 
thinks that a lawyer is necessary to state 
bis case and do his talking. His Honor, 
the Mayor, was promptly on hand, but 
Chief Cuddy and Mr. Humphreys were late 
in getting in, and while they were waiting, 
“counsel” passed the time in telling funny 
stories and relating their marvelous exploits 
before the Police Court. 
HORACE BELL ON THE WARPATH. 

Matiers were progressing sinoothly, and 
Horace Bell, who was present as counsel 
for Officer Weatherman, who was up for 
not paying a bill of several years’ stand- 
ing, due Hamlet R. Brown, was giving his 
client’s version of his story for the benefit 
ot the crowd, when be was called to time 
by Brown, who was present, with the re- 
mirk that he was not telling the truth, 
Bell immediately sweiled up, and made a 
rather insulting remark to Brown, who re- 
taliated in kind, and one word lend on_ to 
another until Brown referred to Bell’s 
Graud record, intimating that he 
(Brown) had had him courtmartialed, and 
that he would have been fired out of the 
order had he not begged off. This was 
too much for the “Majah,’” who walked 
across the room to where Brown was sitting, 
and, seizing him by the hair, asked him 
what he meant, and saying that if he in- 
suited him he would ‘“‘snateh him baid- 
headed,.’’ Brown’s answer not proving sat 
isfactory, Bell whacked him across 
the neck with a heavy cane, rais- 
ing a large welt, and was about 
to mop up the floor with him, when 
Officer Methvin interfered and rescued 
Brown from the clutches of the irate 
**Majah,” who was led back to his seat, 
breathing vengeance against any man who 
should insult him, The Mayor had been in 
his private office, but heard the noise, and 
caine out to see the cause of the difficulty. 
lis ws greatly shecked to think that the 
sanctity of his office had been disturbed by 
& personal encounter, but finally recovered 
himself and induced Bell to leave, who re- 
marked as he passed Brown that he could 
now have him arrested, and he would plead 
guilty to battery, all of which Bruwa prom- 
ised tu do, saying that he was a Christain 
and would not fight except through the 
courts. His Honor’s nerves were so un- 
strung by the exciting scene that he incon- 
tinently opened the Steele and Weather- 
man cases, and was about to do the same 
with that of Methvin and Arguello, when 
Cruz, the prosecuting witness, stated thas 
he had a couple of witnesses from San 
Pedro whom he wanted examined, and 
after some persuasion this matter was 
taken up. 

THE METHVIN-ARGUELLO CASE. 

When quiet was restored, Thomas Ellis 
ana L. 8S. Kelsey of San Pedro, who saw 
the difficulty between Arguello and Cruz 
and also the part Metnvin took, gave their

his side of the affair, and the case was ad- 
journed to a week from Thursday, when it 
up and pushed toaconclu- .

Ex-Gov. John G. Downey, a life- 
long Democrat, known throughout 
California as a citizen and public 
officer, will vote against Grover Cleve- 
land for President.

Our Government Building. 


The aetion and attitude of Repre- 

sentative Vandever, touching this pub- 
lic enterprise of so vital importance to 
Los Angeles, should not be mistaken 
by his constituents. In justice to him 
some inside facts, not heretofore made 
public, are now given. The facts show 
that there has been no lack of diligence 
oo his part in efforts to procure an ad- 
ditional appropriation for the Govern- 
ment building at Los Angeles. He had 
procured a favorabie report from the 
Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds in the House, and also the rec- 
ommendation of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and considered that the bill 
would pass tbe House whenever he 
could obtain recognition for that pur- 
pose. At this juncture the Los An- 
geles Board of Trade requested that 
there should be no further deiay, ad- 
dressing the Secretary of the Treasury 
direct, and asking that the work 
be proceeded with under the 
first appropgiation. Until informed by 
the Supervising Architect that such an 
address had been made by the Board of 
Trade, Gen. Vandever was ignorant of 
it. Le, however, immediately 
quired of the president of that body if 
such was the desire of the board, and 
received in reply along telegram, urg- 
ing him to have the plans prepared and 
the work forwarded without waiting 
for more money. Gen. Vandever ac- 
cordingly conformed his action to the 
wishes of the board, for he saw at once 
the impracticability of endeavoring to 
counteract its wishes. The Supervis- 
ing Architect always contended that, if 
a larger building than at first estimated 
for was to be constructed, more ground 
would be required; and the Board 
of Trade seemed to fear that an effort 
to procure more ground might result in 
i.change of lecation. Probably a bet- 
er location could have been selected , 
but now, inasmuch. as it bas been 
chosen, the work had better go on.

SUGAK GOKS UP. 


A “Trust” HKefinery Gets in a Bad 
Pinch. 

Saw Francisco, July 12.—[Ry the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The California and Ameri- 
can sugar refinery, in harmony with the ad- 
vance made in New York, yesterday ad- 
vanced the price of granulated sugar one- 
fourth ot 1 cent per pound, and to- 
day an additional half cent, wmak- 
ing the present price 8 cents per 
pound. Representatives of refineries here 
Say that onéof the chief causes ot the ad- 
vance is the scarcity of the beet crop in 
Germany and elsewhere. Another cause, 
however, as stated by men conversant with 
the subject, is that there is in New York 
very littie sugar for future delivery. 

In connection with this subject is an in- 
teresting fact that when the sugar trust 
was lateiy formed in the Kast the trust at- 
tempted to set the figure which they would 

y forrawsugar. Thereupon the sugar 

rokers, who act as middle-moen_ be- 
tween the grower and refiners, quietiy 
told the trust that they would 
not sell them any raw _ sugar. It 
would seem that the brokers had gotten 
control of the greater ion of the future 
beet: crop. Not long since, the sugar trust, 
finding themselves practically without the 
raw article to keep the refineries in opera- 
tion, made a proposal to tne brokers to buy 
raw sugar. The brokers then seta price, 
which was a high one, but the refineries are 
obliged to pay it. 

Beside this, there is a local feature of 
the subject that is interesting at this time. 
Before the American refinery here joined 
the sugar trust the plan of both refineries 
was to sell, subject to the state of the mar- 
ket atthe time of delivery. For instance, 
B would contract with the American re- 
finery for a certain amount of sugar at 
6 cents a pound, this being the market 
peice on that day. When the sugar was de- 

ivered, however, be it im a few days or 
months, B was called on to pay the market 
price on the day of delivery, it being to the 
adyantage of Bb if the market was low, and 
to the advantage of the refinery if the 
market was high. When,however,the Amer- 
ican refinery joined the trust they decided 
to abolish this plan, and to make contracts 
at a certain price, and to sell at just that 
price when delivery was made, notwith- 
stan the state of the market. A few 
days ‘since, and just before the raise, the 
Ame W tefinery contracted to sell a full’ 
month’s output at 6144 cents. Day by day 
the market wentup, and when, today, the 
price was quoted at 8 cents the American 
refinery quietly stated that they had work 
enough on hand to keep them employed 
for some time, and declined to accept fur- 
ther orders. 

The California refinery is, of course, 
elated over the thought that its rival is run- 
ning its works night aud yA to turn 


out at 6% cents, when the market 
rice 8 cents. The sugar men 
ere say that as a matter of fact there is 


now little sugar on the Pacific Coast, the 
extra demand from fruit canneri 
etc., having lowered the supply. an 
it would not be surprising if 
before the week closes the California re- 
finery, seeing the condition American 
sugar isin, will advance the price of re- 
fined sugar to9 cents a pound and reapa 
goiden harvest of its own sowi.g.

Paris, July 12.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] In the Chamber of Deputies 
today, Boulanger proposed the dissolution 
of the chamber. His proposition was re 
jected. Boulanger thereupon resigned his 
seat. 

Boulanger, in his speech proposing the 
dissolution, said that such a course was im- 
perative and that the elections ought to be 
held before the celebration of the eenten- 
nary of the revolution of 1879. The coun- 
try demanded the institution of new safe- 
guards to secure the Republic from attacks 
of its adversaries against which it was 
powerless. The Chamber of Deputies was 
falling into ruin and decay and the country 
was trembling. Monarchists were watch- 
ing the Republic, expectant of its death 
agony. The country felt that its safety de- 
manded a revision of the Constitution. He 
did not doubt that the patriotism of Depu- 
ties was on a level with their sense of duty. 
He would do his duty by demanding the 
passage of the resolution that the Chamber, 
being convinced of the necessity for fresh 
elections, ask President Carnot fora disso- 
lution. 

Premier Floquot reproached Gen. Bou- 
langer for his support up on the Right. [Ap- 
plause from the Left.) He said it was not 
fora man like Boulanger, who was always 
absent from the Chamber, to judge of its 
legislative labors or criticise hard-working 
members. What had Gen. Boulanger done? 

Boulanger: I made ap appeal to the 
country. 

Floquet: The country answered you in 
the Charante election. We have never 
recognized you as one of us, You are a 
lingerer in the ante-chambers of princes. We 
will celebrate the centennary by again 
proclaiming the supremacy of the civil 
power. We represent universal suffrage. 
We have rendered more service to the Kepub 
lic than you can do harm. You demand a 
dissolution. It is in your party that it 
exists. Your photographs come from Ger- 
many, where your interests lie. [Cheers 
from the Leftand uproar among the mem- 
bers of the Right. ]

QUEEN NATALIE. 


She Will Use Force to Retain Pos- 
session of Her Son. 

BERLIN, July 12.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.} The North German Gazette 
, says: “The Servian Government has ap- 

plied to the Prussian authorities for assist- 
ance in taking the Servian Crown Prince 
back to Belgrade. Such a request has been 
acceded to when coming from a private per- 
son.

In the House of Lords tonight 
of Argyie moved a Yote of confidence in the 
Government tor securing to the people of 
Ireland the full enjoyment of personal 
freedom in all lawful transactions, and pro- 
tecting them against unlawful coercion and 
combinations.

Kstimates of Damages by the Eastern

PITTSBURGH, July 12.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.j| Today the waters that have 
been sweeping the valley of the Menonga- 
hela and the valleys of its tributaries for 
the last 60 hours are again failing into their 
natural channels.

Granted, but a Commuta- 

tion Hetused. , 

Sr. Louis, July 12.—[By the Associated 
Press.} The Governer this morning ren- 
dered his decision, 1n which he declines to 
grant acommutation of sentence against 
Brooks, alias Maxwell, but granted a respite 
for four weeks.

I don’t 
know what I shailldo. I have not deter- 
mined upon my plans.

Beyond the pleasure of seeing my 
son, my journey of several thousand miles 
has been a fruitless one. I don’t know 
whether my husband will visit Missouri 
again or not.”

A TRBEASURE-BOX CAPTURED 
THK DHPOT. 


They Get Away with $1200 Under 
the Very byes of the Messenger-— 
Able Petectives Capture ihree oi 
the Thieves—In Jail. 


A daring robbery was perpetrated on the 
Wells-Fargo Express Company Wednesday 
nicht, one of the treasure boxes, while 
Joaded on a truck at the Southern Pacitic 
depot waiting for the 9:50 train for San 
Franeiseo, being unlocked, $1230 in goldand 
silver coin taken, and the box relocked. It 
js not known just when the robbery took 
piace, but it must have been after the box 
was placed on the truck, as the first inti- 
mation that anything was wrong Was 
noticed when the box was lifted up to be 
loaded into the car, its light weight at- 
tracting aiten@jon. An investigation was 
at once had, which resulted in the discovery 
that the contents of the box, $1000 in silver 
and €230 in gold coin, in two packages, were 
missing. Word was first sent to the police 
station for Deputy Sheriff Tommy Botello, 
and a messenger was dispatched for that 
officer, Later 

A OTUER MESSENGER 
came in and inquired for Metzier and Har- 
ris, and these gentlemen were sent for. 
This messenger did not get to the station 
until between 2 and 3 w’clock, and as seon 
as they were notified they at once reported 
for duty and went to work on the case, 
Detective Len Harris of the Southern Pa- 
cific also took a hand in the matter, and 
shortly after daylight a couple of men who 
formerly worked for the express company 
were spotted about the depot, and were 
taken into custody and locked up in the 
County Jail. Here they gave the names of 
James S. E. L. Bernard and Joe Weisen- 
berger, and were confined in separate celis, 
strict orders being given by the officers not 
to allow any repotters to communicate with 
them. In the meantime Metzler had located 
anotuer suspicious-looking character hang- 
ing about the depot and engaged him in 
conversation. The fellow pretended to bea 
detective and, after giving Meizier afew 
points ebout how to get un the police force, 
aud after putting 
HIS FOOT IN TOE TRAP 
as far as tne detective wanted him to, he 
called Officer Rulo and had him’ taken to 
the City Prison, where he gave the name of 
Thompson, and was booked, “Held for the 
Chief.” After getting the three men be- 
hiod the bars, the detectives procured a 
carriage and started out in search of evi- 
deace against them. By this time the re- 
porters liad found out that something was 
up, and also started to find out what it all 
meant. Metzierana -tello first went to 
a house out on the river bank, about Sev- 
entn street, and went through several 
trusks, but found nothing. They afterward 
wenttoa house on Temple street, where 
they a'so made a search, but stili were un- 
successful. Late last evening, however, 
Metz.cer captured Weisenberzer’s valise at 
the santa Fé depot, and brought it to the 
ftution. In the valise was found a sand- 
bag, made of leather, and declared by ex- 
perts to be the best one that they had ever 
seen, anda large bunch of keys, among 
which were 
SEVERAL SKELETON KEY8, 

a key to railroad coaches and one or two 
keys to the express treasure boxes. All of 
these articles were deposited as evidonce, 
end che search for the stulen money contin- 
ued, DU. Up to a late hour last nignut no clue 
had bee» discovered, ‘The officers yester- 
day refused absolutely to give any informa- 
tion to the reporters, saying that they would 
tell everything when they had finished the 
ae During the afternoon the matter 
eaked out, and investigation developed the 
above tacts. At least two of the wen ar- 
rested are ex-convicts, and there is no doubt 
but what they are the men who turned the 
trick. Considering the very slight clue on 
which they had to work, Detectives Emil 
and Len Harris and Metzler deserve credit 
forthe wauner in which they worked the 
case.

BAST SIDEMS. 

East Los Angeles to Have Her Own 
Gans. 

The Kast Side is rejoicing in a gas plant 
of its own, separate and distinct from this 
side of theriver. Some New York meu 
came before the Board @f Trade two months 
ago atid broached the scheme of establish- 
ing a plant to manufacture gas by the 
Avery process. The Board of Trade re- 
garded the proposition very favorably, and 
offered the company considerable induce- 
ment to come, among other things using 
their influence to obtain a franchise. 

Work was begun shortly after, and the 
plant is now just about completed, It is 
nota very large institution, the tank hav- 
ing a capacity only of about 2900 cubic feet, 
but it is sufficiently large for present 
needs, and will be enlarged as occasion 
and the demand may require. It is the in- 


gas for consumption on that side of the 
river. The plant was almost réady to start 
this week, and A. Howell, the manager, 
started to laying bis mains, when he was 
stopped by the Street Superintendent. tle 
had secured the franchise all right, but had 
neglected the littie formality of getting a 
permit to tear up the streets, The permits 
were secured all right afterward, and the 
work will go on without any further trouble, 

The Avery process is a recent patent to 
manufacture gas from crude petroleum, end 
the gas is considered of a superior burning 
quality, and is not so fatal to persons 
breathing it as the ordinary kinds. The 
East Side is inclined te be proud of the ac- 
quisition to their home enterprises, and 
point to it as one thing gained by the work 
of the Board of Trade.
